[ust  before  Christmas,  Theta  Chapter  sent  to  each  chapter  of 
Delta  Theta  Tau  a  letter  containing  proposed  amendments 
to  the  Constitution.  We  have  received  many  favorable  replies 
including  several  comments  and  suggestions  of  merit  which 
we  have  tried  to  incorporate  in  our  proposals.  Important  changes  in  our 
original  letter  are  to  be  noted  in  Article  IV,  Sections  1  and  3.  We  wish 
to  call  your  particular  attention  to  Article  VIII,  Section  II.

"The  fraternity  shall  be  in  charge  of 
National  Council,  except  the  financial 
affairs  which  shall  be  in  charge  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  with  the  approval 
of  National  Council.  National  Coun- 
cil shall  be  composed  of  the  following 
officers:  President,  Vice-President,  Sec- 
retary, Treasurer,  Eastern  Inspector, 
Western  Inspector,  and  Philanthropic 
Secretary." 

Article  III,  Section  2,  amended  to  read: 
"Provinces  shall  be  formed  by  a  state 
grouping  of  chapters  which  may  be 
adopted  or  changed  at  any  meeting  of 
the  National  Council." 

Article  IV,  Section  1    (b)   amended  to 

read: 

"The  term  of  National  officers  shall 
be  for  two  years  without  the  privilege 
of  re-election." 
Article  IV,  Section  3.  As  there  seems 
to  be  some  overlapping  and  confusion 
as  to  lettering  in  this  section  we  have 
re-written  the  entire  section  incorpor- 
ating our  proposed  amendments  in 
those  passed  last  year.  We  suggest 
that  it  read: 

"  (a)  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trus- 
tees composed  always  of  two  past 
National  officers  and  one  member  from 
the  general  membership.  Trustees  shall 
be  elected  in  National  Convention  for 


present  third  member  has  served  only 
one  year,  we  recommend  that  she  be- 
come chairman  of  the  new  Board  and 
that  two  members  be  elected  this  year 
to  the  offices  of  secretary  and  treasur- 
er. Hereafter,  the  three  Trustees  may 
be  elected  in  convention  for  the  three 
respective  offices,  or  it  might  prove 
more  satisfactory  that  the  convention 
elect  the  three  trustees  and  that  Na- 
tional Council  appoint  them  to  their 
offices. 

"(b)  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet 
during  National  Convention  and  pre- 
pare their  budget  for  the  next  two 
years. 

"(c)  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
prepare  an  official  fraternal  letterhead. 
"(d)  National  Council  and  the  Board 
of  Trustees  shall  meet  immediately 
after  Convention  for  a  combined  coun- 
cil and  Board  meeting  to  elect  the  Busi- 
ness Secretary  and  Editor  of  our  offi- 
cial publication. 

"(e)  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
execute  the  necessary  contracts  with 
the  editor,  business  secretary,  official 
jeweler  or  jewelers  and  a  teacher  at 
the  school. 

"(f)  Members  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees shall  be  allowed  their  expenses  to 
National  Convention. 

"(g)  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  act 
in  an  advisory  capacity  to  National 
Council. 
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"(h)  All  financial  affairs  of  the  or- 
ganization shall  be  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  they 
shall  direct  all  deposits  and  disburse- 
ments." 

Article  IV,  Section  4  (i)  amended  to  read: 
"The  Business  Secretary  shall  have 
charge  of  transportation  pertaining  to 
National  Convention.  In  September 
before  the  next  Convention,  she  shall 
advise  chapters  of  the  approximate 
amount  of  the  pro-rate  of  railroad 
fare." 

Article  VIII,  Section  2  amended  to  read: 
"Each  chapter  shall  pay  to  the  Busi- 
ness Secretary  before  January  first, 
National  Council  dues  of  fifty  cents  a 
year  per  capita  of  its  active  member- 
ship, said  assessment  to  defray  ex- 
penses of  National  Council." 

Article  XI,  Section  1  amended  to  read: 
"A  National  jeweler  or  jewelers  shall 
be  elected  at  National  Convention  by 
the  assembly  and  shall  furnish  fratern- 
ity jewelry  and  make  rebate  in  accord- 
ance with  the  approved  contract." 

Article  XIII,  Section  1  amended  to  read: 
"The  fraternity  shall  be  divided  into 
Provinces,  each  of  which  shall  hold  a 
Province  Convention  in  June  every 
two  years  alternating  with  National 
Convention." 

We  solicit  your  earnest  consideration 
of  these  proposals.  We  hope  that  you 
will  discuss  them  in  meeting  and  give 
your  delegate  definite  instructions  as  to 
the  vote  of  your  chapter  upon  them.

The  joy  of  enter- 
taining her  is  gone,  or  at  least  dimin- 
ished; the  honor  and  privilege  of  being 
hostess  for  her  is  over-shadowed  by 
worrying  over  an  exam;  time  you  would 
like  to  have  in  making  lovely  plans  for 
her  is  spent  in  dramming;"  the  "fairy 
princess"  begins  to  take  on  the  appear- 
ance of  a  frightful  ogre  who  will  pro- 
pound questions,  perhaps  asking  you  the 
very  point  that  was  never  quite  clear. 

Or  perhaps,  the  time  most  convenient 
for  the  "fairy  princess"  to  arrive  for 
examination  is  a  time  when  all  the  girls 
in  your  chapter  are  being  rushed  to 
death  with  other  affairs — exams  at  school, 
if  they  are  pedagogues  as  are  many  of 
us,  pageants,  musicals,  plays  or  what- 
not. 

The  point  is  this:  Alpha  Omega 
wishes  to  propose  an  amendment  to  the 
constitution,  in  that  Article  VI,  Sec. 
8,  will  have  omitted  from  its  present 
reading  "verbal  examination;"  amended 
to  read:  "One  meeting  shall  be  set 
aside  bi-annually  for  the  chapter's  in- 
spection which  shall  be  made  by  a 
national  officer  and  shall  consist  of  in- 
spection of  chapter's  books  and  records, 
and  shall  be  a  model  business  meeting. 
Inspecting  officer  shall  make  a  report 
on  the  chapter  to  National  Inspector  on 
the  form  provided. 

"Every  member  must  be  present  at  in- 
spection or  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  $5.00 
unless  excused  as  specified  above." 

We  would  change  present  Sec.  9  to 
Sec.  10,  and  insert  as  Sec.  9:  "One 
meeting  will  be  set  aside  annually  for 
round-table  discussion.  Questions  to  be 
made  by  national  officers,  discussion  in 
charge  of  local  presidents." 

Our  reasons  for  suggesting  the  change 
then  are  these: 

1.  The  honor  and  pleasure  of  enter- 
taining a  national  officer  are  over- 
shadowed by  concern  for  examination. 

2.  The  presence  of  national  officer, 
her  inspiration  and  help  through  inspec- 
tion and  social  good  time  would  be 
more  beneficial  to  girls  than  her  presence 
in  the  strained  atmosphere  caused  by 
worry  over  examination. 

3.  Chapter  could  be  ready  any  time 
for  inspection  and  visit. 

4.  A  round-table  discussion  would  be 
more  practical  help  to  the  chapter  and 
could  be  held  any  time  most  convenient 
with  the  local  chapter.

National  Economy  Act  for 
Delta  Theta  Tau 

By  Theta  Chapter,  Greencastle,  Ind. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  so  many  chapters 
are  asking  to  be  excused  from  national 
convention,  we  feel  that  this  is  the  year 
we  must  consider  holding  convention 
every  two  years.  The  idea  is  not  orig- 
inal with  us;  it  has  been  suggested  be- 
fore. But  never  has  there  been  a  time 
when  the  fallacy  of  holding  convention 
every  year  has  been  so  evident.  When  the 
chapter  roll  is  called  at  Seattle  many 
chapters  will  be  absent  and  those  who 
answer  present  will  have  left  exhausted 
treasuries  behind  them. 

Granting  that  convention  every  year 
holds  the  fraternity  together  and  affords 
valuable  contacts,  it  seems  unfair  that 
the  smaller  and  less  fortunate  chapters 
are  deprived  of  these  benefits.  What  good 
does  national  convention  do  the  chap- 
ters that  are  financially  unable  to  go? 
Wouldn't  it  be  better  to  have  one  hun- 
dred per  cent  attendance  every  two  years? 

Any  annual  meeting  of  a  large  national 
organization  is  primarily  a  business  meet- 
ing and  after  a  period  of  two  years  there 
might  be  surprisingly  few  delegates  at 
our  convention  who  would  answer  roll 
call  with  "no  business." 

A  chapter  that  can  afford  to  send  a 
delegate  every  year  could,  no  doubt  use 
the  money  saved  the  intervening  year  to 
advantage  in  local  charity  work.  We  feel 
a  certain  responsibility  to  the  citizens  of 
our  community  who  contribute  generously 
to  our  projects. 

By  holding  national  convention  every 
two  years  we  believe  that  council  dues 
could  be  lowered  one-half. 

A  province  meeting  held  in  June  of  the 
intervening  year  would  assume  enough 
importance  to  justify  itself  and  would 
involve  a  minimum  of  expense. 

We  hope  that  each  and  very  chapter 
will  give  this  proposal  its  thoughtful  and 
earnest  consideration.  It  may  not  matter 
particularly  to  your  chapter,  but  view  the 
matter  if  you  will  from  the  standpoint  of 
those  chapters  to  whom  it  is  of  such  vital 
importance.  They  are  the  ones  who  will 
not  even  have  a  voice  in  deciding  their 
own  fate.  They  will  not  be  there  to  vote. 


If  your  chapter  is  sending  a  delegate 
to  Seattle,  please  do  not  place  her  in  a 
position  of  uncertainty  and  indecision. 
Instruct  her  how  to  vote!

Pro-Rate  Plan 
By  Bernice  Buesch,  National  Treasurer 

This  year,  while  working  on  the  pro- 
rate plan,  a  few  flaws  in  the  present  sys- 
tem have  come  to  our  attention.  Pro- 
rating is  of  course  still  in  an  experimental 
stage,  as  applied  to  our  own  use  of  it, 
and  in  time  we  will  probably  be  able  to 
perfect  it. 

Along  with  an  equalization  plan,  it 
seems  that  we  will  need  some  plan  of 
regulation  of  the  amount  of  transportation 
expense,  in  order  to  prevent  national 
convention  from  becoming  too  great  an 
expense  to  our  chapters  and  to  our  na- 
tional treasury,  and  in  order  to  secure  a 
fair  geographical  distribution  of  our  con- 
ventions. In  selecting  the  site  of  conven- 
tions the  following  factors  deserve  care- 
ful consideration.  1.  The  amount  of  the 
pro-rate.  2.  The  financial  condition  of 
our  chapters.  3.  The  location  of  the  past 
conventions  to  which  the  transportation 
expenses  of  chapters  are  pro-rated. 

If  the  place  of  our  convention  were 
selected  with  these  factors  in  mind,  we 
would  be  able  to  lower  the  convention  ex- 
penses of  our  chapters  considerably  be- 
low the  average  of  the  past  five  years, 
and  would  be  able  to  reduce  the  travel- 
ing expenses  of  national  officers.  We 
would  too,  have  a  fair  distribution  of  the 
convention  throughout  the  localities  in 
which  chapters  are  situated.  In  other 
words,  convention  site  would  be  selected 
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on  the  basis  of  the  amount  of  the  pro-rate, 
the  financial  ability  of  the  chapters  to 
attend  convention  at  that  place,  and  geo- 
graphical location  of  that  place,  as  well 
as  the  educational  and  entertainment  facil- 
ities to  be  offered  by  the  particular  city. 

There  are  perhaps  many  ways  in  which 
this  site  could  be  selected,  but  the  simplest 
way,  appears  to  be  to  give  the  board  of 
trustees  and  national  council  the  privi- 
lege of  selecting  that  place,  since  they 
will  have  access  to  the  pro-rates  of  past 
conventions,  and  will  have  the  informa- 
tion as  to  the  financial  condition  of  the 
chapters. 

Therefore  I  am  submitting  the  follow- 
ing amendment  to  Article  4.  Sec.  3  E. 

"and  select  from  bids  submitted  the 
city  in  which  the  following  convention 
shall  be  held." 

The  basis  on  which  this  selection  is  to 
be  placed  may  be  included  in  council  by 
laws. 

In  order  to  allow  sufficient  time  for  the 
necessary  transactions  in  establishing  the 
convention  fund  each  year,  and  in  making 
disbursements  from  that  fund,  the  follow- 
ing amendment  is  proposed  to  Article  4. 
Sec.  4.  i. 

"and  by  April  1st  of  each  year  she 
shall  advise  all  chapters  of  the  exact 
amount  of  the  pro-rate. 

For  the  same  reason  the  following 
amendment  to  Article  5.  Sec.  1  a  is  pro- 
posed, the  section  to  read  as  follows  : 

The  railroad  fare  to  each  national  con- 
vention shall  be  pro-rated.  If  the  cost 
of  chapter  transportation  by  rail  is  less 
than  the  equalized  amount,  the  chapter 
will  send  by  May  1st,  the  difference  to 
the  business  secretary  who  will  forward 
same  to  national  treasurer,  to  be  placed 
in  the  convention  fund.  If  the  cost  is 
greater  than  the  equalized  amount  the 
national  treasurer  as  instructed  by  the 
business  secretary,  will  send  the  difference 
to  the  chapter  secretary  one  month  be- 
fore convention. 

In  order  that  we  may  be  assured  that 
there  will  be  sufficient  funds  in  the  con- 
vention fund  to  cover  the  disbursements 
which  are  to  be  made  from  that  fund,  it 
will  be  necessary  that  all  chapters  pay 
their  share  of  the  pro-rate,  whether  or  not 
they  are  excused  from  convention. 

Therefore  I  recommend  that  Article  5, 
sec.  8  b,  be  amended  to  read:  If  excused, 
chapter  shall  pay  $10.00  to  entertaining 


chapter,  $10.00  fine  to  National  Treasury 
and  its  share  of  the  pro-rate. 

Just  one  more  word  about  pro-rate, 
girls,  if  you  have  not  already  paid  your 
chapter's  share  to  business  secretary  do 
so  at  once.  The  checks  due  chapters  from 
the  pro-rate  fund  will  be  issued  about 
June  1st.  Please  cash  them  immediately 
that  they  may  clear  before  convention 
and  that  I  may  give  them  to  the  auditor  at 
convention.  It  will  be  a  big  help,  if  you 
do  this. 

In  conclusion,  I  want  to  express  my 
deepest  appreciation  to  you,  for  giving  me 
the  privilege  of  serving  on  council.  It 
has  been  a  pleasure  and  an  honor,  which 
I  shall  never  forget.

Los  Angeles,  California 

1.  Will  the  inverted  gavel  be  adopted 
as  the  past  president's  pin?  This  has  been 
discussed  at  California  province  conven- 
tions since  1931,  has  been  adopted  in  this 
state  but  as  far  as  we  know  has  not  been 
adopted  nationally. 

2.  Couldn't  the  duties  of  province  offi- 
cers be  stated  more  definitely  in  the  con- 
stitution? The  phrase,  "to  assist  the  Na- 
tional Inspector,"  is  so  general  that  in- 
coming officers  can  have  little  conception 
of  their  exact  duties.  Would  it  not  be 
possible  for  the  province  officer  to  con- 
tact her  chapters,  if  not  in  person  at 
least  by  correspondence?  We  chapters 
in  California  are  really  like  separate  or- 
ganizations since  we  have  little  or  no 
contact  with  our  national  officers. 


EPSILON  THETA  CHAPTER 

By  Tiny  Eggleston,  Chairman, 
Pre-Convention  Committee 
Epsilon  Theta  desires  to  present  the 
following  for  consideration  of  all  chap- 
ters; altho  the  changes  are  more  or  less 
minor,  we  believe,  they  are  worthwhile 
to  be  voted  on  at  national  convention, 
Seattle,  1934. 

1.  That  a  new  solo  song  for  ritual  be 
adopted,  or  be  omitted  entirely. 

If  vote  is  in  favor  to  retain  a  ritual 
solo,  that  a  committee  be  appointed  by 
national  council  to  write  a  new  verse 
and  music  subject  to  approval  of  national 
council.  Verse  and  music  to  be  written, 
approved  and  copy  sent  to  each  chapter 
not  later  than  November  1,  1934. 

Discussion:  As  a  whole  Epsilon  Theta 
Chapter  (and  we  are  sure  other  chapters 
will  agree  with  us)  feels  that  our  ritual 
is  nearly  perfect,  impressive  and  if 
properly  conducted  makes  a  lasting  im- 
pression on  neophytes.  There  is  and  al- 
ways will  be  a  flat  feeling  about  the 
initiation  solo  that  we  now  have.  We 
charge  there  is  no  real  rhythm  or  in- 
spiration to  be  gotten  out  of  the  song. 
Some  of  the  words  are  beautiful,  we 
agree,  but  on  the  whole  the  words,  nor 
melody,  are  inspirational.  We  offer  this 
as  constructive  criticism  and  know  the 
two  girls  of  Theta  Chapter  will  accept 
it  as  given.  For  improvement  of  our 
ritual  alone,  we  are  not  submitting  a 
song  as  a  substitute  as  it  might  appear 
we  wanted  part  praise  in  the  ritual.  We 
don't.  We  want  it  either  omitted  or  a 
new  one. 

2.  That  our  formal  ritual  rites  be  con- 
cluded by  Delta  prayer. 

Discussion:  We  kindly  suggest  that 
chapters  who  are  practicing  for  formal 
initiation  upon  reading  this  would  try 
the  ritual  services  with  prayer  at  end  by 
Pontifex  Prima  (or  it  could  be  said  in 
unison).  Soon  as  prayer  is  ended  Ponti- 
fex Prima  taps  with  gavel  as  a  keynote 
to  disband.  The  prayer  at  the  end  just 
seems  to  bring  the  proper  ending  of  such 
a  beautiful  service.  If  this  should  be 
adopted  it  would  not,  of  course,  be  nec- 
essary to  "close  meeting  according  to 
constitution"  now  being  done. 

3.  That  the  office  of  press  correspond- 
ent be  made  "selective"  rather  than 
"elective." 

Discussion:  Delts,  we  do  ask  your 
kind  and  serious  thoughts  on  making  this 
a  selective  office.  All  of  you  know  when 
nomination  of  officers  takes  place  and 
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especially  in  smaller  chapters  where  a 
nominating  committee  is  not  worthwhile, 
that  it  is  possible  for  a  girl  to  be  nom- 
inated by  someone,  who  hasn't  talent  for 
newspaper  writing,  has  no  access  to  the 
newspaper  office  to  get  articles  published, 
nor  has  the  time  to  devote  to  it.  If  the 
chapter  president  could  appoint  this  office 
as  she  does  pledge  supervisor  (and  cer- 
tainly neither  of  these  could  outweigh 
the  other  in  importance)  she  can  con- 
sider the  subject  from  all  angles  and 
select  a  girl  that  can  do  the  chapter  jus- 
tice as  after  all  the  publicity  we  get  thru 
local  newspapers,  particularly  so  in  a 
small  town,  helps  put  Delta  Theta  Tau 
on  the  map.  In  fact,  that  is  how  Epsilon 
Theta  has  hopes  of  starting  a  new  chap- 
ter in  Oregon,  as  a  former  Taft  girl  takes 
our  local  paper  and  reads  with  interest  all 
articles  and  made  inquiry.  Epsilon  Theta 
has  scored  one  hundred  per  cent  on  keep- 
ing her  public  Delta  Theta  Tau  con- 
scious thru  the  medium  of  newspaper. 

4.  That  instead  of  prayer  being  said  in 
unison  at  grave  of  Delt  (refer  to  page  23 
of  ritual),  that  it  be  changed  to  read 
"Delt  Prayer  by  Pontifex  Prima." 

Discussion:  Epsilon  Theta  has  been 
thru  this  and  it  was  commented  on  even 
by  outsiders  that  our  prayer  was  beauti- 
ful, but  on  an  occasion  of  this  kind  it 
seemed  more  fitting  to  have  one  person 
to  say  the  prayer.  At  such  occasions 
all  Delts  are  so  upset  that  it  is  hard  and 
seemingly  impossible  to  keep  in  unison 
and  the  result  is  not  very  pleasing  nor 
smooth  to  the  ear.  So  we  are  recommend- 
ing this  change  as  when  we  pay  a  last 
tribute  to  a  Delt,  we  want  it  to  not  only 
function  as  near  perfect  as  possible,  but 
leave  a  lasting  impression  on  the  listen- 
ers of  our  services.  What  do  you  think, 
Delts? 

5.  That  duties,  if  any,  requirements 
necessary  social  or  otherwise,  of  patron- 
ess, be  stated  in  our  constitution.  This 
should  also  include  the  chapter's  require- 
ments toward  a  patroness  and  how  much 
knowledge  the  patroness  is  allowed  to 
know  of  our  organization,  if  any.

In  other  words,  that  the  distance 
also  be  prorated. 

For  example  take  the  entire  chapter 
roll  of  Delta  Theta  Tau,  one-fifth  of  the 
chapters  are  in  California,  then  every 
five  years  we  would  go  to  California.

Answer  to  "A  Sister  Sorority" 

By  Elisabeth  Henrotte,  President, 
Epsilon  Sigma,  San  Francisco,  Calif. 
Editor's  Note:  A  member  of  Delta 
Theta  Tau  expresses  her  opinion  on 
the  consolidation  of  fraternities  and 
sororities.  It  is  expressed  as  that  of  an 
individual  rather  than  the  opinion  of 
the  whole  sorority,  and  asks  that  it 
be  taken  as  such. 

In  the  last  issue  of  The  Budget  several 
points  were  brought  out  such  as  com- 
bined conventions,  both  district  and  na- 
tional, a  joint  educational  or  charitable 
project,  and  a  better  magazine. 

To  me  convention  of  my  sorority,  both 
district  and  national  is  for  the  purpose  of 
transacting  business  of  my  own  chapter, 
the  national  organization,  and  the  re- 
newal of  friendships  with  girls  with  whom 
I  have  had  no  personal  contacts  during 
the  year  except  at  conventions.  I  thor- 
oughly enjoy  these  conventions,  and 
know  that  it  would  be  no  inducement  to 
go  to  a  convention  held  jointly  with  a 
fraternity.  I  became  a  member  of  a  so- 
rority because  it  is  a  woman's  organiza- 
tion, and  I  wish  to  keep  it  so,  with  no 
connection  with  any  other  sorority  or 
fraternity,  no  matter  how  light  this  con- 
nection may  be.  Had  I  wished  to  be- 
long to  an  organization  which  works  in 
conjunction  with,  or  includes  men  in  its 
membership,  there  are  any  number  of 
groups  that  I  could  have  joined.  Don't 
get  the  idea  that  I  have  turned  "blue 
nose"  or  something,  but  during  the  year, 
we  have  all  the  opportunity  to  enjoy  the 
society  of  the  opposite  sex — so  let  us  keep 
sororities  and  fraternities  separate.  The 
fact  that  expenses  could  possibly  be  cut 
in  half,  which  I  doubt,  does  not  alter  my 
opinion,  not  that  we  have  money  to  burn, 
but  I  do  think  the  hotels,  clubs,  and  so 
forth,  make  the  best  possible  rates 
whether  a  single  or  joint  convention.  In 
the  case  of  our  sorority  where  we  do  not 
go  in  for  as  extensive  a  social  program 
for  conventions  as  you  do  in  your  fra- 
ternity, I  do  not  believe  plans  for  a  joint 
convention  would  coincide,  except  the 
formal  ball  at  the  conclusion  of  the  con- 
vention. 

The  author  of  "A  Sister  Sorority" 
states  that  joint  meetings  of  local  chap- 
ters will  not  work  out  for  various  social 
reasons.  It  is  my  belief  that  a  joint  con- 
vention would  not  work  out  successfully 
for  the  same  reasons.  It  would  be  the 
old  story  of  the  boy  friend,  girl  friend, 
husband  and  wife  situation  again.  No 
doubt,  members  of  your  fraternity  will 
remember  the  joint  meetings  that  were 
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held  with  one  of  our  chapters,  of  which 
I  was  a  member  at  the  time.  This  pro- 
posal was  voted  down  in  my  chapter 
due  to  husbands  and  boy  friends  dis- 
agreeing with  the  idea  of  letting  their 
girls  and  wives  go  to  meetings  where 
members  of  a  fraternity  were  present. 
Undoubtedly,  members  in  the  fraternity 
had  the  same  difficulties.  Again,  this 
would  be  the  case,  should  we  attempt 
joint  conventions.  The  date  situation  is 
a  delicate  subject  at  the  joint  convention 
where  members  of  the  sorority  and  fra- 
ternity were  matched  up  with  one  an- 
other, the  less  attractive  girls  and  fellows 
would  probably  be  "ditched."  I  have  seen 
it  done  before,  and  undoubtedly  you  have 
had  the  same  experience,  which  of  course, 
causes  no  end  of  hard  feelings. 

Delta  Theta  Tau  is  principally  a 
philanthropic  sorority,  which  has  for  its 
objective  a  school  located  in  the  Ken- 
tucky mountains,  of  which  we  are  proud, 
and  justly  so.  Our  sorority  has  for  the 
past  few  years  been  able,  even  in  these 
difficult  times,  to  build  a  new  school,  en- 
large it,  keep  the  school  going  with  an 
increase  in  students,  and  altogether  have 
accomplished  an  excellent  job.  I  would 
not  like  to  see  any  other  organization 


come  in  and  aid  us,  selfish  perhaps,  but 
I  feel  that  any  organization  of  good  size 
can,  if  they  wish,  support  some  project  of 
its  own  and  derive  the  same  pleasure  and 
pride  in  it  as  we  do  in  ours. 

As  for  a  joint  magazine,  that  too  does 
not  appeal  to  me.  Your  magazine  The 
Budget  is  distinctly  a  magazine  for  men, 
and  our  Grit  a  magazine  for  women. 
To  combine  both  magazines  would  result 
in  deviating  the  interest  from  one  an- 
other, and  possibly  more  from  ours,  which 
I  am  sure,  would  not  be  agreeable  to  the 
members  of  our  sorority. 

Beta  Phi  Sigma  rates  high  in  my  esti- 
mation, but  I  much  prefer  to  keep  it  sep- 
arate from  our  sorority  in  every  way, 
and  thus  preserve  this  feeling.  Perhaps 
our  eastern  chapters,  which  I  believe  are 
in  closer  contact  with  your  fraternity, 
may  feel  differently,  but  I  feel  free  in 
saying  that  this  is  not  the  general  opinion 
of  my  own  chapter. 

Undoubtedly,  in  this  little  epistle  of 
my  answer  to  "A  Sister  Sorority,"  you 
have  gathered  that  I  am  not  in  favor  of 
a  "Brother  Fraternity."

and  all  share  in  the  real  fraternity  spirit 
which  they  express. 

An  occasional  bulletin  from  the  editor 
to  her  press  correspondents,  and  to  others 
who  might  furnish  special  articles  would 
help  keep  up  the  interest  and  assure 
plenty  of  good  material  for  each  issue. 

Technical  details,  such  as  style  of 
writing,  word  limitation  of  letters  and 
articles;  requests  for  special  photographs, 
etc.,  could  be  made  in  this  special  bulle- 
tin, and  facilitate  the  work  of  the  editor 
in  planning  the  contents  to  come  within 
the  limitations  placed  upon  the  magazine 
by  a  fixed  appropriation. 

Good,  systematic  planning  and  con- 
trol of  material  is  the  editor's  job — not 
so  difficult  if  experience  is  applied  in  the 
right  way,  and  really  enjoyable  where 
the  spirit  of  cooperation  is  so  fine  as  in 
our  own  Delta  Theta  Tau.

Editor's  Note:  According  to  the  Con- 
stitution, in  order  to  amend  same  at  na- 
tional convention,  a  two-thirds  vote  is 
necessary,  and  notice  of  proposed  amend- 
ments shall  have  appeared  in  the  pre- 
ceding issue  of  Grit.  Therefore,  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations  and  proposed 
amendments  are  herewith  published  to 
comply  with  this  ruling. 

The  Grit  editor  recommends  that  time 
for  sending  in  registration  blanks  from 
chapters  be  changed  from  January  1st 
to  August  1st.  This  gives  the  editor 
the  complete  mailing  list  for  the  Sep- 
tember issue  of  Grit.  This  change  of 
date  would  enable  the  editor  and  the 
business  secretary  to  have  correct  mail- 
ing lists  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal 
year.  According  to  Article  X,  Section  2, 
(b).  New  members  shall  pay  for  the 
remaining  issues  at  the  time  of  their  ini- 
tiation. Experience  teaches  that  new 
members  do  not  always  pay  for  Grit 
when  there  are  one  or  two  issues  left 
for  the  year.  Chapter  officers  are  very 
negligent  on  the  enforcement  of  this  rul- 
ing, and  as  a  result  the  Grit  fund  suffers 
a  direct  loss.  This  is  due  principally  to 
the  carelessness  and  negligence  of  chap- 
ter officers  in  performing  their  official 
duties.  There  are  close  to  100  girls  who 
should  be  subscribing  to  the  March  and 
June  issues  of  Grit  but  are  not  doing  so, 
because  the  chapter  secretaries  have  not 
forwarded  their  names  and  subscriptions 
to  the  business  secretary.  I  therefore  rec- 
ommend that  the  business  secretary,  upon 
a  written  request  from  the  editor  enclos- 
ing the  names  of  the  newly  initiated 
members  of  the  current  year,  be  granted 
the  authority  by  the  board  of  trustees  to 
charge  the  local  chapter  direct  for  sub- 
scriptions when  such  chapter  fails  to 
comply  with  the  constitution  as  above  set 
forth. 

Regarding  "cuts"  in  Grit.  Over  $300 
has  been  expended  for  the  making  of 
cuts  during  the  last  four  issues  of  Grit. 
In  the  last  few  years  there  was  always 
a  small  residue  or  profit  from  Grit  which 
was  transferred  from  the  Grit  fund  to 
the  beneficiary  fund,  however,  the  last 
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two  years,  because  of  the  increasing  in- 
terest in  the  magazine,  the  increased  cir- 
culation, and  increase  of  the  cost  of 
printing  due  to  the  N.R.A.,  and  the  print- 
er's code,  the  Grit  budget  has  just  about 
broke  even.  Therefore,  if  the  chapters 
could  absorb  the  cost  of  making  their 
own  cuts,  there  would  be  approximately 
$300  or  more  that  could  be  transferred 
to  the  beneficiary  fund,  etc. 

The  other  side  of  the  story  is,  some 
chapters  have  aggressive  press  cor- 
respondents who  are  alive  and  alert  to 
the  value  of  publicity  in  a  magazine  like 
Grit,  may  have  two  or  three  cuts  during 
the  year  or  possibly  more.  While  other 
chapters  who  have  poor  and  indifferent 
press  correspondents,  have  no  cuts  maybe 
during  the  whole  four  issues.  This  is,  of 
course,  unfair  and  I  therefore  make  the 
following  recommendation:  Each  chap* 
ter  be  required  to  pay  $3.00  toward  the 
making  of  each  cut  they  desire  published 
in  Grit,  the  remainder  to  be  absorbed  by 
the  Grit  budget. 

I  firmly  recommend  that  the  number  of 
issues  of  Grit  remain  the  same  as  in  the 


past,  namely,  four,  published  quarterly — 
September,  December,  March  and  June. 

I  also  recommend  that  the  subscription 
of  $1.00  a  year  per  girl  not  be  reduced. 

I  recommend  that  Grit  be  at  least  72 
pages  and  cover.  That  same  standard  of 
publication  of  1933-34  be  maintained. 

That  if  possible  the  Grit  budget  be 
made  broad  enough  to  print  a  96-page 
magazine  as  this  can  easily  be  done  with 
a  good  live  editor.  Because  of  increased 
reader-  interest,  a  much  wider  field  has 
become  available,  etc. 

The  Grit  editor  and  business  secretary 
are  non-voting  members  of  national  coun- 
cil. These  two  officers  are  just  as  inter- 
ested in  the  progress  and  welfare  of 
Delta  Theta  Tau,  as  any  other  member 
of  council,  and  I  am  sure  are  in  closer 
contact  with  the  mechanism  of  the  or- 
ganization than  any  other  national  officer. 
They  should  therefore  be  allowed  to  sit 
in  at  council  meetings  except  wherein  the 
Grit  editor  and  business  secretary  are 
selected,  to  give  of  their  council  and 
advice.  I  therefore  recommend  that  they 
be  allowed  to  attend  all  council  meetings 
at  their  own  expense.

Report  of  Work  at  Our  Delta  Theta 
Tau  School

~~  nother  year  in  Delta  Theta  Tau  has  come  to  an  end  and  so 
another  school  year  has  closed;  as  you  know  our  school  is  out 
March  25th — then  starts  again  in  the  middle  of  July — the 
reason  for  this  is  that  they  have  rainy  weather  in  Kentucky 
now  and  the  children  have  to  help  with  the  garden;  however,  high 
school  will  continue  another  month  as  they  were  late  starting.  As  the 
year  draws  to  a  close,  we  make  our  recommendations  for  the  county 
teachers  for  next  year  to  the  Board  of  Education  and  for  our  teachers 
to  the  Trustees.  We  are  glad  to  announce  that  both  have  been  ac- 
cepted; the  committee  recommended  to  the  trustees  that  we  continue 
with  Mr.  Pigmon  and  Mr.  Caler  for  next  year  and  also  continue  the 
high  school  as  we  feel  one  year  is  not  a  fair  trial. 

As  to  the  county  teachers;  since  we  hours  of  his  time  and  we  went  over  our 
have  an  approved  high  school,  we  rec- 
ommend the  county  teachers  to  the 
Board  of  Education,  this  is  more  satis- 
factory to  the  sorority  than  when  the 
district  trustees  recommend  them.  It  was 
necessary  to  go  down  and  meet  with  Mr. 
Combs,  the  county  superintendent,  as  we 
had  many  applications  and  not  knowing 
them  personally  we  really  needed  a 
little  help.  As  it  was  impossible  for  our 
committee  to  go,  I  asked  Nova  to  go 
with  me.  After  all,  who  would  have 
been  more  capable  to  help  than  she,  as 
for  the  trip,  she  will  tell  you  about  it. 

I  don't  think  I  ever  saw  anything  so 
beautiful  as  those  trees  covered  with 
icicles;  I  was  disappointed  when  we 
didn't  get  out  to  school  the  first  night, 
but  the  creek  was  up  so  high  they 
couldn't  get  through  with  the  wagon  for 
us.  Floyd  Day  came  down  on  the  mule 
but  we  were  so  late  getting  there  they 
thought  we  weren't  coming,  so  we  stayed 
in  Hindman  all  night,  altho  we  thought 
for  a  while  that  we  would  have  to  sleep 
in  the  car. 

The  next  morning  Burris  was  able  to 
get  through,  and  as  I  had  wired  him  I 
would  be  there  regardless  of  weather, 
he  supposed  we  had  stayed  in  Jackson 
overnight;  well,  we  got  down  to  busi- 
ness and  Mr.  Combs  gave  up  a  couple 


applications  and  weeded  them  down  and 
decided  to  go  out  to  school  and  finish 
up  with  him  the  next  morning.  It  was 
afternoon  when  we  arrived  at  school 
and  I  was  surprised  to  find  so  many 
children  there;  trees  had  fallen  all 
night  long  and  it  was  really  danger- 
ous for  them  to  come  through  the  hills. 
We  lost  a  few  hundred  dollars  worth 
of  timber  on  our  land.  Everything  was 
in  readiness  for  our  arrival  and,  of 
course,  the  children  were  all  looking 
forward  to  seeing  Nova  again.  They 
sang  their  usual  songs  and  Nova  talked 
to  them.  I  told  them  what  they  had  to 
do  if  they  want  to  have  the  high  school 
continued;  Nova  and  the  teachers  in- 
spected the  building  and  all  the  equip- 
ment we  had  purchased  this  year,  while 
I  went  to  see  Eileen  Day,  who  is  not 
getting  over  her  burns;  and  Grandma 
Day,  who  fell  off  her  porch.  She  lives 
at  the  old  school  house  "Bettys  Trouble- 
some;" she  has  broken  some  ribs  and 
as  she  is  always  on  deck  to  see  us,  I 
thought  I  had  better  go  see  her  and  as  I 
wasn't  accustomed  to  traveling  in  mud, 
I  had  an  awful  time  getting  along.  If  it 
wasn't  for  Floyd  Day,  Curtis  Hall  and 
Chester  Mullins  I  think  I  would  have

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Another  Milestone  in  Delt  History

~~[n  july  30,  1933,  school  began  at  Delta  Theta  Tau.  There 
were  four  teachers.  Three  teaching  in  the  grades,  and  one  in 
I  high  school;  sixteen  pupils  were  enrolled  in  high  school  and 
[  one  hundred  and  fifty  in  the  grade  school.  Immediately  after 
school  began,  an  agricultural  club  was  organized.  In  this  the  girls 
learned  to  sew,  and  the  boys  were  taught  manual  training  and  agricul- 
tural projects  were  worked  out.  The  county  promised  the  club  member 
who  made  the  highest  average  in  a  poultry  judging  contest  a  free  trip 
to  the  state  fair  at  Louisville,  Kentucky.  Our  boys  entered  the  contest 
and  one  made  the  trip. 

A  library  club  was  perhaps  the  out-   

standing  organization  on  the  campus, 
bringing  to  the  people  of  the  community 
many  social  activities,  such  as  group 
singing,  various  kinds  of  parties  and  de- 
bates, etc. 

School  closed  March  24th — there  were 
eight  pupils  who  completed  the  eighth 
grade  work  and  will  be  in  high  school 
in  July. 

During  the  school  year  of  1934  and 
'35,  we  expect  to  have  thirty  or  more 
pupils  in  high  school  and  one  hundred 
and  sixty  in  the  grades. 

We  intend  to  make  the  following 
school  year  the  most  successful  one 
Delta  Theta  Tau  has  ever  had.  The 
people  appreciate  the  many  opportunities 
offered  them;  it  is  their  hope  that  in  the 
years  to  come  that  the  school  will  con- 
tinue to  grow  and  bring  to  their  children 
new  ideas,  enable  them  to  get  an  educa- 
tion so  they  can  help  make  the  world 
a  more  desirable  place  in  which  to  live.

I  must  bring  my  article  to  a  close 
and  again  thank  all  chapters,  National 
Council,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  for 
helping  us  make  our  year  a  successful 
one.

EPSILON  THETA— Taft,  California. 

Epsilon  Theta  has  established  a  "Chap- 
ter Food  Chest."  At  meetings  when 
roll  is  called,  each  member  responds 
with  a  can  of  food.  This  food  will  be 
allowed  to  accumulate  until  Christmas — 
then  distributed.  We  have  been  getting 
donations  of  shoes  and  clothing  for  some 
very  needy  families,  besides  purchasing 
additional  necessities.  We  also  furnish 
milk  daily  to  families  with  children  and 
destitute. 

BETA  CHI— Robinson,  Illinois. 

Beta  Chi  gave  its  annual  Christmas 
party  at  which  time  toys  were  furnished 
for  94  families  and  were  delivered  with 
the  Elk's  Xmas  baskets  of  food.  During 
the  past  five  years  Beta  Chi  has  made  a 
high  school  education  possible  for  three 
girls  by  buying  books,  food,  clothing  and 
taking  care  of  their  dental  bills,  etc.  The 
plan  is  operated  by  a  budget — which  has 
been  very  satisfactory  for  the  past  three 
years.  During  1933  the  chapter  has  do- 
nated 78%  of  the  total  profits  to  charity, 
amounting  approximately  to  $300.00.  The 
local  philanthropic  project  for  the  present 
year  is  furnishing  milk  and  cod-liver  oil 
to  undernourished  grade  school  children. 
To  raise  funds,  we  give  dances,  bridges 
and  have  milk  bottles  placed  in  various 
downtown  stores.  Every  month  a  differ- 
ent working  committee  is  appointed  and 
each  has  made  considerable  profit.  One 
of  the  outstanding  successes  was  a 
bridge-tea  featuring  Madame  Haas,  who 
read  tea  leaves  and  fortunes.  On  April 
7th,  we  sponsored  a  dance  at  the  Elk's 
ballroom  for  the  benefit  of  the  local  chap- 
ter of  Elk's  Crippled  Children's  Fund. 
The  Illinois  Elks  maintain  80  beds  at  the 
Illinois  Research  Hospital  under  super- 
vision of  the  University  of  Illinois.  These 
are  for  crippled  children  and  we  aided 
the  Southern  District  to  increase  their 
fund  thru  our  dance.  The  profit  was 
$40.00. 

BETA  NU— Winchester,  Indiana. 

For  the  past  year  this  chapter  has 
furnished  shoes  to  needy  children  in  all 
grades  at  the  Morton  School,  one  of  the 
largest  schools.   This  alone  has  reduced 


the  chapter  funds  quite  a  bit.  We  have 
bought  and  paid  for  approximately  fifty 
pairs  of  shoes,  but  there  is  much  satis- 
faction and  happiness  in  the  feeling  that 
we  have  denied  ourselves  some  little 
luxury  to  keep  so  many  little  feet  from 
the  cold. 

We  also  donated  $50.00  to  the  new 
swimming  pool  project  to  be  located  in 
Goodrich  Park  in  our  fair  city.  So  with 
other  charity  work,  together  with  our 
Kentucky  school,  you  can  readily  see 
that  we  are  on  the  job. 

DELTA  LAMBDA— Greensburg,  Ind. 

This  chapter's  project  of  feeding  hot 
noon  lunches  to  undernourished  school 
children  was  carried  out  very  success- 
fully this  year.  We  fed  on  the  average 
of  105  children  a  day  for  ten  weeks. 
Cash  and  food  donations  amounted  to 
approximately  $150.00  while  our  own 
cash  expenditure  was  something  around 
$250.00. 

BETA  GAMMA— Middletown,  Ohio. 

This  chapter  has  endowed  a  room  in 
the  maternity  ward  at  the  local  hospital. 
Since  furnishing  it,  two  other  sororities 
have  followed  suit.  The  chapter  pur- 
chased a  radio,  two  original  etchings, 
and  a  hanging  shelf  for  the  room  for 
Christmas.  The  alumnae  chapter  bound 
two  blankets  in  sage  green  and  orchid 
and  gave  a  bed  tray  for  the  room.  The 
chapter  feels  honored  and  proud,  be- 
cause the  superintendent  of  the  hospital 
had  a  picture  of  the  room  taken  for  a 
medical  magazine,  which  will  be  sent  all 
over  the  world.

'Trustees  shall  be  elected  for  three  years, 
one  elected  each  year,  with  privilege  of 
one  re-election  only." 

be  changed  to  read: 

"Trustees  shall  be  elected  for  three 
years,  one  elected  each  year,  with  NO 
re-election  privilege  allowed." 

Beta  Chi  suggests  these  changes  in 
order  to  allow  more  Delta  Sisters  an 
opportunity  to  express  and  reveal  their 
executive  ability  and  promote  the  fra- 
ternization of  chapters  to  a  greater  ex- 
tent.
